A few years ago, the farm ers in 
the vicinity of Sikeston, began 
the 
culture of cotton on a scale sufficient­ 
ly large to attract the attention 
of 
many people interested in this,

AMERICA ONE HUNDRED 
AND FIFTY YEARS AGO 


W ilmington, N. C., May 5, 1776.— 
A powerful British fleet, believed 
to number nearly forty sail, is now 
anchored off Cape Fear. 
It has been 
assem bling for more than two weeks. 
Sir Peter Parker is in command of 
the fleet and the m ilitary command­ 
ers are Generals Clinton and 
Corn­ 
wallis and Lord William 
Campbell. 
T hirty transports have already bro’t 
about three thousand 
troops, 
and 
there are seven w ar vessels w ith full 
complements of sailors and m arines. 
This is the force with which 
the 
enemy plans to invade the southern 
colonies and separate them from the 
northern 
and 
central 
colonies and 
thus crush the Revolution. 
Its com­ 
ing has been anticipated since early 
April, when Capt. Jam es Barron 
of 
the Virigina navy had the good for­ 
tune to intercept a packet and seize 
letters from the 
British 
m inisters, 
which revealed the whole project for 
the invsaion. 
It is not known where the enemy 
will strike 
first. 
Inform ation 
has 
come ashore through deserters th at 
the British commanders are in 
dis­ 
agreem ent among themselves 
as to 
their future policy. 
The longer this 
disagreem ent continues, the better it 
will be fore the Revolutionary lead­ 
ers. 
General Clinton is known to fa ­ 
vor an invasion of Chesapeake 
Bay, 
thus threatening Annapolis and Bal­ 
tim ore, while Lord Campbell has been 
urging an attack on Charleston, S. C. 
In the meantime, the American fro- 
ces in the South are under the gen­ 
eral command of Maj. Gen. Charles 
Lee, who at present has headquarters 
a t W illiamsburg, Va., but who is pre­ 
pared to move at a moment’s notice 
to any point selected by the enemy 
for its first assault. 
The enemy plan had bee n to time 
its attack so th at fresh troops 
from 
England would co-operate w ith 
the 
tories. 
Indians and freed 
negroes, 
when the deposed British governors 
have been attem pting 
to 
mobilize 
through Virginia, the Carolinas 
and 
Georgia. 
But the king’s agents have 
managed things badly with the result 
th at North Carolina’s tories already 
have been dispersed and South Caro­ 
lina has had time to assemble the mil­ 
itia and plan for a vigorous defense 
of Charleston. 
Georgia is not

well prepared to withstand an attack, 
but it is not probable that the minis­ 
terial forces will descend upon a point 
so fa r south early in their campaign.

St. Charles County

Despite the fact that Missouri has no 
maximum speed law, motorists 
are 
arrested on the highway if they are 
charged by the deputies with driving 
more than thirty-five miles an hour. 
The Missouri law provides that: “Ev­ 
ery person operating a motor vehicle 
on the highways of this state 
shall 
drive the same in a careful and prud­ 
ent manner, and at rate of speed so 
as not to endanger property of an­ 
other or the life or limb of any oth­ 
er person: 
Provided, that a rate of 
speed in excess of twenty-five miles 
an hour for a distance of 
one-half 
mile shall be considered as evidence, 
presumptive but not conclusive,

AND FIFTY YEARS AGO 


Philadelphia, April 
27, 1776.—In­ 
dian affairs give congress increasing 
anxiety. There are as many Indian 
problems as there are Indian tribes 
along the frontiers. 
No two tribes 
can be dealt with in the same man­ 
ner, but the same question of policy 
confronts the Indian 
commissioners 
from New Hampshire to Georgia The 
question which must soon be settled 
is whether the Indians shall be en­ 
gaged as allies or allowed to attach 
themselves to the king’s armies. 
Some of the more friendly and less 
powerful tribes may be content to re­ 
main neutral. But, in general, every 
chieftan who can command a sizeable 
following of warriors is ready to of­ 
fer his services to the highest bidder, 
and until 
now the 
British agents 
have been doing practically all 
the 
bidding. 
General 
Washington is known to 
have reached the conclusion that if 
the savages are not to be for us in 
this crisis they 
will 
certainly 
be 
against us. They know nothing 
of 
neutrality in the midst of war. 
He 
recently communicated this belief to 
Gen. Phillip Schuyler of the northern 
department of the army at Albany, 
and General Schuyler replies: 
I am in perfect sentiment with 
you that we ought to engage the 
Indians to co-operate 
with jgs; 
but I fear it will be a difficult^ 
not an impossible task to accomp­ 
lish, unless Canada should be en­ 
tirely in our possession. 
Gen. Horati Gates 
has 
informed 


John Adams of his belief that over­ 
tures must be made to the 
savages 
lest they become active enmies, and 
Mr. Adams in his reply to General 
Gates has given in a few words the 
prevalent opinion in 
congress. 
He 
says of the Indians: 
It is said they are very expen­ 
sive and troublesome 
confeder­ 
ates in war, beside the incivility 
and inhumanity of mploying such 
savages, with their cruel, bloody 
dispositions, against any enemy 
whatever. 
Nevertheless, 
such 
have been the extravagances of 
British barbarity, in prosecuting 
the war against us, that I think 
we need not be so delicate as to 
refuse the assistance of Indians, 
provided we cannot keep them 
neutral. I should not hesitate a 
minute in this case. 
The business of keeping them neu­ 
tral is in itself expensive. 
Richard 
Smith, member of congress from New 
Jersey, commenting upon the large 
number of Indians in Philadelphia, 
says: “They only come, it seems, to 
see the governor and receive presents 
from him as usual”.—K. C. Star.

ation, was made by the archeological 
expedition headed by Dr. Melvin G. 
Kyle, president of the Xenia Theolog­ 
ical Seminary of St. Louis, in co-op­ 
eration with the American School of 
Oriental Research in Jerusalem. 
The uncovered walla are 40 feet 
high and 10 to 14 feet thick. They 
contain complicated gates with tow­ 
ers and buttresses. The ruins reveal 
that the history of the city went back 
possibly 2000 yeano before 
Christ. 
An extensive system of galleries and 
rooms for storing grain and 
supplies was found.

ish soldiers fired a volley which dis­ 
lodged a large boulder that blocked 
the cave in which Carrington was hid­ 
den. It is only now, a century and a 
half later, that the tragedy is reveal­ 
ed. Carrington and his fiancee, Miss 
Randolph, were both 
of 
prominent 
Virginia families.

The 
radishes 
were 
grown at 
Biytheville, Monnette, Bay, Lunsford, 
Tulot and Lake City, all in Arkansas. 
The radishes are 
“fill in” 
crops 
with 
the 
Arkansas farmers. 
The 
ground for them is broken in Febru­ 
ary and the radish 
seed is sown 
broadcast by hand. The radish fields 
are never cultivated and April finds 
thé crisp vegetable ready for 
the 
harvest. The farmer and his family 
go into the fields and pick the radish­ 
es by hand in bunches, wash and pack 
them in bushel baskets, with a shrov- 
elful of crushed ice in the middle and 
on top. 
When they are loaded 
in 
refrigerator cars, 500 bushel baskets 
to the car, they are again “top-iced” 
to preserve their crispness. 
During 
the present season the radishes have 
reached $3.25 a bushel on the Chica­ 
go market.

Three men in different parts

New Madrid 
County 
reported 
to 
Scott M. Julian, 
County 
Extension 
Agent, that thick spaced cotton had 
averaged 200 pounds per acre more 
seed cotton for them than the 
thin 
spaced cotton beside it. 
At only 
6 
cents per pound this gain paid $10 
per acre land rent and cost no more 
to produce than the 
smaller 
yield. 
They reported simply leaving a good 
stand by not chopping too much of 
it out in the spring. 
Murray McCarver, 
near 
Malden, 
reported a gain of 300 pounds of seed 
cotton per acre for thick cotton over 
thin. This was the best of the three 
yields. 
Mr. McCarver also reported 
from another field, a 
gain 
of 400 
pounds of seed cotton per acre when 
muriate of potash fertilizer was used 
to control rust. 
Solan Gee near Parma only gained 
100 pounds seed cotton per acre, but 
even this was highly profitable to 
him. 
Tom Melton near Canalou hit the 
average with 200 popnds seed cotton 
per acre more from thick cotton than 
from thin. 
“That is almost getting something 
for nothing”, says Julian. The some­ 
thing is about enough to pay the rent, 
or about $10 per acre these men er- 
timate, and they got 
it 
by simply 
leaving a stand—1 to 2 stalks every 
10-12 inches.

And it pays, he says. 


Keep Hot ton Klean 
Young cotton is delicate. It will be 
hurt badly by cold, wet weather. Al­ 
so its growth will be seriously check­ 
ed if the grass and weeds are allow­ 
ed to crowd it.

cotton grower will do everything pos-. 


sible to keep his cotton from getting 
grassy. 
And by doing this 
he will 
not only make more cotton, but it 
will cost him a whole let less 
per 
pound to grow it, for chopping gras­ 
sy cotton is an expensive job. Many

this out last year to their sorrow. 
Careful management shoeld save a 
good deal of this expense this year. 
First, be sore to kill all the weeds 
and grass possible before planting.

It is a good tool for oariy 
cultivation, but you must use it care­ 
fully. Third, use your scratchera and 
and cultivators regularly. Don't

the grass and weeds get ahead

you. 
“The most profitable crop is the 
one that grows off rapidly and stead­ 
ily. 
Plant during the first good spell 
in May and then Keep it Klean as 
outlined above”, is the advice of the 
Cotton Specialist Missouri College of 
Agriculture 
Columbia. 
“The* man 
who handles his crop so as to make 
the most coton at the least expense 
per pound is sure to be better 
off 
than most farmers”. 
His profit will 
be larger or in case cotton prices drop 
his loss will be smaller. No one can

wise 
farmer will take no chances he will 
play safe in every way, aapecially in 
keeping his crop clean.

Jerusalem, May 7.—-Excavation on 
the site of the buried city of Ktrjath 
Sepher, in Soutftern Palestine, 
has 
disclosed one of the most complete 
and well-preserved of Canaanite and 
Israelite walled cities.

as most unusual in Palestine explor­ 
ation, was made by the archeological 
expedition headed by Dr. Melvin G. 
Kyle, president of the Xenia Theolog­ 
ical Seminary of St. Louis, in co-op­ 
eration with the American School of 
Oriental Research in Jerusalem.

Thick Cotton Pays Rent in New Ms- 
* 
drid County 
Three men in different parts 
of 
New Madrid 
County 
reported 
to 
Scott M. Julian, 
County 
Extension 
Agent, that thick spaced cotton 
had 
averaged 200 pounds per 
acre more 
seed cotton for them than the 
thin 
spaced cotton beside it. 
At only 
6 
cents per pound this gain paid $10 
per acre land rent and cost no more 
to produce than the 
smaller 
yield. 
They reported simply leaving a good 
stand by not chopping too much 
of 
it out in the spring. 
Murray McCarver, 
near 
Malden, 
reported a gain of 300 pounds of seed 
cotton per acre for thick cotton over 
thin. This was the best of the three 
yields. 
Mr. McCarver also reported 
from another field, a 
gain 
of 400 
pounds of seed cotton per acre when 
muriate of potash fertilizer was used 
to control rust. 
Solan Gee near Parma only gained 
100 pounds seed cotton per acre, but 
even this was 
highly 
profitable 
to 
him. 
Tom Melton near Canalou hit the 
average with 200 popnds seed cotton 
per acre more from thick cotton than 
from thin. 
“That is almost getting something 
for nothing”, says Julian. The some­ 
thing is about enough to pay the rent, 
or about $10 per acre these men er- 
timate, and they got 
it 
by simply 


sible to keep his cotton from getting 
grassy. 
And by doing this 
he will 
not only make more cotton, 
but 
it 
will cost him a whole lot 
less 
per 
pound to grow it, for chopping gras­ 
sy cotton is an expensive job. 
Many 
Southeast Missouri 
growers 
found 
this out last year to their sorrow. 
Careful management should save a 
good deal of this expense this year. 
First, be sure to kill all 
the 
weeds 
and grass possible before planting. 
It does not pay to plant on a grassy 
seedbed. 
Second, use your 
seetfen# 
harrow. 
It is a gqod tool for early 
cultivation, but you must use it care­ 
fully. Third, use your ecratchers and 
and cultivators regularly. Don't 
let 
the grass and weeds get 
ahead 
of 
you. 
‘T he most 
profitable 
crop is the 
one that grows off rapidly and stead­ 
ily. 
Plant during the first good spell 
in May and then Keep 
it Klean 
as 
outlined above”, is the ad vice of the 
Cotton Specialist Missouri College of 
Agriculture 
Columbia. 
‘The* man 
who handles his crop so as to make 
the most coton at the least expense 
per pound is sure to bo hotter 
off 
than most farm ers”. 
His profit will 
be larger or in case cotton prices drop 
his loss will be smaller. 
No one can 
tell what 
will 
happen. 
The 
wise 
farm er will take no chances he will 
play safe in every way, especially in 
keeping his crop clean.

St. Louis, May 4.—Forty-four cars 
of a sixty car movement of radishes 
grown on the Frisco railroad in Ar 
kansas have moved to Chicago and 
St. Louis markets, according to 
the 
agricultural department of the Fris 
co. 
The radishes were 
grown at 
Blytheville, Monnette, Bay, Lunsford 
Tulot and Lake City, all in Arkansas 
The radishes are 
“fill in” 
crops 
with 
the 
Arkansas farmers. 
The 
ground for them is broken in Febru 
ary 
and the 
radish 
seed is sown 
broadcast by hand. The radish fields 
are 
never cultivated and April 
finds 
the 
crisp vegetable ready for 
the 
harvest. 
The farm er and his family 
go into the fields and pick the radish­ 
es by hand in bunches, wash and pack 
them in bushel baskets, with a shrov- 
elful of crushed ice in the middle and 
on top. 
When they are loaded 
in 
refrigerator cars, 500 bushel baskets 
to the car, they are again “top-iced” 
to preserve their crispness. 
During 
the present season the radishes have 
reached $3.25 a bushel on the Chica­ 
go market. 
The Frisco handled a total of 
23 
cars of radishes 
from 
its territory 
last year. 
The sixty car 
movement 
this year is an increase of 97 per cent 
over 1925. 
A new industry at Van Buren, A r­ 
kansas is manifest by the shipment 
of nine cars of spinach 
via 
Frisco 
lines this year. 
The crop 
of 
two 
years ago moved by express, but the 
production has grown until the Fris­ 
co 
furnishes 
express 
refrigerator 
<*ars to care for the annual movement.
